France's stand on the quegtipn 
of sotting up a contral administra- 
tion in Germany recefved support 
to-day in the form of an editorial 
In tho New York “Herald Tri- 
‘bune.” 

Until now, the paper paid, no 
responsible Amerionn leader has 
replied to the French criticisms ex- 
cept lo make referencen to the de- 
plorable cconomic conditiona at 
prevent prevailing in Germany and 
to the Potadam axreoments of 
which France waa not ao signatory. 

The paper pointed out that 
France fears that to form a cen- 
tralised administration in 9 Ger- 
many without first revising ‘her 
western frontier will place France 
in a qaituation similar to the one 
brought about by the Versailles 
treaty. 

No effort towards solving the 
problem of France's security has 
been made during the past few 
montha, the paper continued, and 
this question js much more im- 
portant than that of Germany's 
welfare, 

The present situation is due to 
the fnaet that there is no long: 
term Allied policy towards Ger- 
many, the New York "“Horald Tri- 
bune”’ — coneluded, Associated

“Konoye was the premier who 
signed military pacts with Ger- 
many and Italy. And on Oct 5. 
1940, Konoye bluntly predicted 
war with t the United States ‘if 
the United States refused to an- 
derstand the real intention of 
Japan, Germany and Italy in 
concluding an alliance for post- 
tive cooperation in crentins a 
new world order.” 

“These are not the words of a 
peace-loving man, Indeed, quick 
reading of Japanese history be- 
tween 1980 and 1940 gives the 
impression there waa a distinct 
slow-down in Japan's military 
agpreasiveness during the 
periods when Konoye was not 
premier. 

“SPIRITUAL ANGUISH" 

“It would appear that Konoye 
did not commit auicide because 
of the great spiritual anguish 
he felt -at: being unjustly ac- 
cused as a witr criminal, as he 
indicated. Rather, it would ap- 
pear he knew a trial and revela- 
tion of history would — convict 
him aa one of Japan's foremost 
war criminals if not the fore- 
most.” 

The “Chronicle asserted that
